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1.  This  department,  founded  in  1834  as  the  Medical  College  of 
Louisiana,  became  in  1847  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University 
of  Louisiana,  and  in  1884  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Tulane 
University  of  Louisiana.  It  is  the  oldest  medical  college  in  the  South- 
west, and  has  the  greatest  number  of  alumni.  To  May  1905,  it  had 
conferred  diplomas  on  4174  graduates  —  3820  in  medicine  and  354  in 
pharmacy. 

CALENDAR 

2.  The  next  annual  course  of  instruction  in  this  department,  now  in 
the  seventy-first  year  of  its  existence,  will  begin  on  Thursday,  October 
19th,  1905.  The  Commencement  will  be  held  on  Wednesday,  May  2, 
1906.  There  will  be  only  four  holidays  —  Christmas,  New  Year,  Mardi 
Gras,  and  Founders'  Day. 

CHANGES  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 

3.  Dr.  P.  E.  Archinard,  —  who  inaugurated  in  1889  the  laboratory 
of  Microscopy  and,  as  Demonstrator  in  charge  thereof  during  the  past 
sixteen  years,  has  rendered  faithful  and  valuable  services  to  the  Med- 
ical Department  —  has  been  transferred,  by  his  own  choice,  to  the 
position  of  Associate  Professor  of  the  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System, 
a  speciality  to  which  he  has  devoted  many  years  of  study,  thereby 
gaining'unusual  'experience  and  enviable  reputation . 


Dr.  O.  L.  Pothier,  who  has,  during  the  past  eleven  years,  been  the 
Senior  Assistant  Demonstrator  in  the  Microscopical  Laboratory,  has 
been  chosen,  in  consequence  of  his  well  proven  fidelity  and  capacity, 
Demonstrator  in  charge  of  this  Laboratory.  Dr.  Pothier's  three  As- 
sistant Demonstrators  will  be  Drs.  J.  D.  Weis,  I.I.  Lemann,  and  M. 
J.  B.  Couret. 

Dr.  Jos.  Hume  has  been  chosen  Lecturer  and  Clinical  Instructor  on 
Venereal  ahd  Genito-Urinary  Diseases. 

Dr.  S.,M.  D.  Clark  has  been  chosen  Lecturer  and  Clinical  Instructor 
on  Gynecology  and  Obstetrics. 

Feby.  20th,  1905  theU.  S.  Supreme  Court  confirmed  the  decision  of 
the  Louisiana  Supreme  Court  establishing  the  validity  of  the  will  of 
Mr.  Alex.  C.  Hutchinson,  who  died  in  1902  bequeathing,  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  Medical  Department,  property  valued  at  $800,000.  This 
sum,  in  addition  to  the  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  already  invested  in 
the  Medical  Department,  will,  within  a  few  years,  enable  this  college 
to  greatly  increase  its  present  superior  advantages  for  the  practical 
education  of  medical  students. 

BUILDINGS 

4.  The  Medical  Department  has,  since  October  1893,  occupied  its 
new  site  on  Canal  St.,  between  Villere  and  Robertson  Streets,  only 
two  squares  from  the  Charity  Hospital.  Thereon  has  been  erected  a 
four-story  building,  which  provides  ample  accommodation  for  larger 
classes  and  for  all  the  needs  now  requisite  to  medical  education :  larger 
and  better  lecture  and  recitation  rooms  and  ample  and  well-equipped 
laboratories  for  chemistry,  for  pharmacy,  for  practical  anatomy,  for 
operative  surgery,  for  microscopical  anatomy,  pathology,  and  bac- 
teriology, for  physiology  and  pharmacology,  and  for  gross  pathological 
anatomy. 

The  Charity  Hospital,  with  its  nine  hundred  beds  and  spacious  amphi- 
theatre, and  the  Milliken  Memorial,  with  accommodations  for  two 
hundred  sick  children,  afford  to  the  Medical  Department  advantages 
unsurpassed  for  clinical,  anatomical,  and  pathological  studies. 

The  Library  of  the  Medical  Department  was,  in  1896,  reorganized  and 
replenished  as  a  library  of  reference,  to  the  great  advantage  of  students, 
alumni,  and  the  medical  profession.  This  library  now  contains  about 
4000  valuable  books  and  2000  pamphlets. 

As  soon  as  may  be  practicable,  the  Hutchinson  Fund  will  supply  a 
Josephine  Hutchinson  Memorial  building  for  additional  laboratories, 
special  free  clinics,  etc. 


CLINICAL  INSTRUCTION 


5.  It  is  universally  admitted  that  without  abundant  anatomical  and 
clinical  material  no  medical  school,  however  numerous  or  eloquent  its 
professors,  can  possibly  fit  its  pupils  for  practical  professional  life.  It 
is  scarcely  necessary  to  state  that  it  is  only  in  large  cities  that  such 
advantages  can  be  procured,  but  it  is  of  paramount  importance  that 
the  opportunities  there  afforded  should  be  properly  utilized;  that  the 
students  should  be  required,  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher,  to  ex- 
amine patients  for  themselves,  to  keep  record  of  cases,  to  note  daily 
changes  which  may  occur,  and  thus  acquaint  themselves  by  personal 
observation  with  the  progress  and  termination  of  diseases  and  acci- 
dents. The  mere  introduction  of  a  patient  into  an  amphitheatre,  and 
the  discussion  of  his  case  by  the  professor  in  the  presence  of  a  class,  is 
no  substitute  for  bedside  instructton,  such  as  is  supplied  by  the  great 
Charity  Hospital  of  New  Orleans,  and  no  reduction  of  lecture  fees,  not 
even  their  entire  abolition,  can  possibly  compensate  for  the  lack  of  such 
opportunities.  The  use  of  the  wards  of  the  great  Charity  Hospital  of  New 
Orleans,  with  its  nine  hundred  beds,  annually  occupied  by  from  nine  to 
ten  thousand  patients,  and  the,  use  of  the  two  clinical  buildings,  with 
about  twenty  thousand  annual  out-door  patients,  have  been  given  by 
the  Legislature  to  the  professors  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the 
Tulane  University  of  Louisiana,  for  the  practical  instruction  of  its 
students,  not  only  in  medicine  and  surgery,  but  also  in  obstetrics  and 
gynaecology.  Medical  students  are  given  access  to  the  Charity  Hospital, 
without  payment  of  any  hospital  fees,  and  enjoy  far  better  opportunities 
for  the  study  of  diseases  therein  than  are  usually  possible  in  the  hos- 
pitals of  other  cities.  For  the  study  of  the  diseases  of  the  South-west 
and  also  of  the  diseases  of  the  negro  race  there  is  no  field  comparable 
to  the  wards  of  this  hospital.  Between  the  building  of  the  Medical 
Department  and  the  Charity  Hospital  there  are  only  two  squares, 
which  distance  is  readily  walked  in  three  minutes. 

The  following  table  of  8823  cases  treated  in  the  wards  of  the  Charitv 
Hospital  during  the  year  1903  will  give  some  idea  of  the  advantages 
possessed  by  the  Medical  Department  for  the  practical  study  of  Medi- 
cine and  Surgery  :*

There  were  1171  deaths  and  239  births  and  a  daily  average  of  606  in- 
door patients.  In  addition  to  8813  in-door  patients,  there  were  19,302 
out-door  patients,  to  whom  73,071  consultations  were  given.  In  addi- 
tion to  these,  there  were  4,519  accident  cases  attended  in  the  Sur- 
gical Amphitheatre.  The  19,302  out-door  patients  furnished  for 
instruction  the  following  valuable  material,  viz.  :  medical  cases,  4,634, 
surgical,  5,331;  nervous,  171;  venereal  and  dermatological,  2,145; 
diseases  of  children,  2,341;  gynaecological,  1,510;  eye,  ear,  nose,  and 
throat,  2,741;  dentistry,  429. 

The  sum  total  of  all  cases  treated  in  1903  in  the  Charity  Hospital 
was  32,634. 

Of  the  grand  total  of  in-door  patients  in  the  Charity  Hospital  12,145 
were  colored.  There  are  sixteen  wards  for  females.  Of  the  fifty-two 
wards  in  the  Charity  Hospital,  there  are  twenty-three  medical,  four- 
teen surgical,  two  obstetrical,  and  two  gynaecological  wards;  two  for 
children,  four  for  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  two  for  venereal 
diseases,  two  for  diseases  of  eye  and  ear,  and  one  for  skin  diseases. 
All  of  these  wards  are  accessible  to  students. 

Each  of  the  two  clinical  buildings  for  out-door  patients  is  subdivided 
into  eight  different  services,  and  seven  of  these  are  alike  in  both  build- 
ings, namely  :  for  medical  cases  ;  for  nervous  diseases  ;  for  surgical  cases  ; 
for  venereal  and  skin  diseases ;  for  diseases  of  the  eye  ;  of  the  ear,  nose, 
and  throat ;  and  for  cases  of  dentistry.  In  addition  to  these  seven  ser- 
vices the  Men  and  Boys'  Clinic  has  a  surgical  service  for  boys,  and  the 
Women  and  Children's  Clinic  has  a  gynaecological  service. 

The  advantages  of  the  Charity  Hospital,  as  one  of  the  greatest  schools 
in  the  world  for  practical  instruction,  were  further  increased  in  1899  by 


the  addition  of  the  Milliken  Memorial ,  a  model  building  for  the  accom- 
modation of  two  hundred  sick  children. 

6.  The  professors  and  clinical  instructors  are  attending  physicians 
or  surgeons  of  the  hospital  and  visit  their  wards  daily,  accompanied  by 
the  students,  who  are  thus  brought  into  immediate  contact  with  the 
sick  and  wounded  and  are  taught  practically  auscultation  and  percus- 
sion, analysis  of  urine,  the  use  of  the  microscope  in  diagnosis,  the  ap- 
plication of  dressings,  etc.  Surgical  operations  are  performed  and 
lectures  delivered  upon  selected  cases  in  the  amphitheatre  of  the  hos- 
pital. 

Special  clinical  instruction  is  given  not  only  to  candidates  for 
graduation,  but  also  to  all  students,  who  are  for  this  purpose  div- 
ided into  sections  and  assigned  to  the  professors  and  clinical 
instructors  in  charge  of  wards  of  the  hospital.  The  classes  thus  formed 
interchange  courses  so  that  all  students  enjoy  equal  advantages.  Com- 
petent chiefs  of  clinic  aid  the  clinical  teachers  in  developing  this  system 
of  instruction. 

The  regular  lectures  at  the  Hospital,  on  Clinical  Medicine,  by  Pro- 
fessors Elliott  and  Halsey;  on  Surgery,  by  Professors  Matas  and  Sou- 
chon;  and  on  Obstetrics  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  by  Pro- 
fessor Lewis,  will  be  delivered  in  the  amphitheatre  daily,  between  8: 30 
a.  m.  and  12  m. 

Post-mortem  examinations  are  made  in  the  presence  of  the  class  by 
the  professor  of  pathological  anatomy. 

Diseases  of  the  eye,  ear,  nose,  and  throat  are  taught  in  the  eye-wards 
and  amphitheatre  of  the  hospital,  and  constitute  a  part  of  the  curricu- 
lum of  the  surgical  chair. 

Special  instruction  in  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  of  the  skin, 
of  children,  of  venereal  and  geni to-urinary  diseases  ;  in  physical 
diagnosis,  minor  surgery,  and  obstetrical  manipulations  is  given  by 
the  lecturers  on  these  subjects. 

7.  The  Administrators  of  the  Charity  Hospital  elect  annually,  by 
competitive  examination  in  March  or  April,  eighteen  resident  students, 
from  the  fourth  year  class,  who  have  passed  all  the  third  year  require- 
ments These  students  are  entitled  to  board  and  lodging  in  the  institu- 
tion free  of  charge.  The  administrators  elect  also  sixteen  externes, 
who  serve  as  assistants  in  the  out-door  clinics.  Four  internes,  who  must 
be  graduates,  are  elected  annually  by  the  Administrators  of  the  Touro 
Infirmary. 


LECTURES 


8.  Systematic  didactic  instruction  will  be  given  daily,  immediately 
after  the  hospital  clinics,  in  the  new  building  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment. 

The  means  for  illustrating  the  didactic  lectures  consist  of  numerous 
models  in  wax,  papier  inache\  plaster  and  wood,  of  rare  and  beautiful 
workmanship,  [executed  in  London,  Paris,  and  Florence  expressly  for 
the  Medical  Department ;  tables  and  diagrams ;  a  complete  series  of  speci- 
mens in  materia  medica ;  surgical  and  obstetrical  instruments  and 
appliances;  a  large  collection  of  natural,  anatomical,  and  pathological 
specimens  and  preparations  ;  and  a  set  of  chemical  and  physical  appa- 
ratus. 

In  addition  to  other  usual  methods  of  teaching  anatomy,  the  lec- 
tures are  illustrated  with  colored  lantern  slides. 

LABORATORIES 

9.  Chemical  Laboratory. — Prof.  A.  L.  Metz,  M.  D. — Demonstra- 
tors H.  P.  Jones,  M.  D.  and  A.  C.  Eustis,  M.  D.  This  laboratory  readily 
accommodates  ninety-six  students  working  at  the  same  time.  Two 
courses  therein  are  obligatory  ;  these  courses  are  graded  and  aim  to 
afford  such  knowledge  of  chemistry  as  will  prove  of  greatest  service 
to  the  practicing  physician.  The  first  course  is  devoted  to  general 
chemistry,  the  second  to  physiological  and  medical  chemistry. 

10.  Pharmaceutical  Laboratory. — Prof.  A.  L.  Metz,  Ph.  G.,  M. 
D.,  and  Geo.  S.  Brown,  M.  Ph.,  M.  D.,  Demonstrator  in  charge. 
This  laboratory  is  thoroughly  organized  and  possesses  a  complete 
outtfit  for  practical  instruction.  See  the  special  circular  for  the  Course 
in  Pharmacy,  also  paragraphs  42-47. 

Microscopical  Laboratory. — This  laboratory  readily  accommodates 
one  hundred  and  twenty -two  students  working  at  the  same  time.  Two 
courses  are  obligatory  :  the  first  will  be  a  complete  course  on  normal 
histology,  and  the  second  will  be  on  pathological  histology,  bacteriol- 
ogy, and  clinical  microscopy.  0.  L.  Pothier,  M.  D.,  Demonstrator  in 
charge,  with  three  Assistant-Demonstrators. 

11.  Laboratory  of  Practical  Anatomy. — H.  Bayon,  M.  D., 
Demonstrator  in  charge,  assisted  by  S.  P.  Delaup,  M.  D.,  M.  S. 
Souchon,  M.  D.,  J.  F.  Oechsner,  M.  D.  This  laboratory  is  unusually 
well  ventilated  and  lighted  and  is  the  largest  of  all  the  laboratories, 
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allowing  more  than  two  hundred  students  to  dissect  at  the  same  time. 
Demonstrations  of  the  cavities  and  of  the  viscera  are  given  on  special- 
ly prepared  subjects.  First-course  students  are  given  preparatory  in- 
struction on  osteology  and  arthrology  and  are  supplied  with  boxes 
of  bones  which  they  are  permitted  to  study  at  their  rooms. 

12.  The  Miles  Laboratory  of  Operative  Surgery. — Dr.  H.  B. 
Gessner,  M.  D.,  in  charge,  assisted  by  Drs.  W.  M.  Perkins,  S.  Logan, 
and  U.  Maes.  In  this  course  the  laboratory  work  proper  is  pre- 
ceded by  a  recitation  on  subjects  previously  assigned,  with  elabora- 
tion by  the  instructor  and  lantern-slide  illustrations.  The  operative 
work  is  done  by  the  students  exclusively,  under  supervision  of  the 
demonstrators,  each  of  whom  has  not  more  than  12  students  assigned 
to  him.  The  entire  field  of  general  operative  surgery  is  covered,  the 
aim  being  to  fit  students  for  the  operative  work  of  general  practice. 

13.  Laboratory  of  Minor  Surgery. — Dr.  Jno.  Smyth,  Demon- 
strator in  charge.  This  laboratory  was  first  organized  and  equipped  in 
1901.  A  systematic  course  is  offered  in  demonstrations  and  individual 
exercises  in  minor  surgical  procedures,  including  first  aid  to  the 
injurde  and  procedure  in  emergencies.  The  course  will  consist  of 
three  demonstrations  a  week  for  first-course  students,  and  one  or  more 
weekly  demonstrations  in  more  advanced  studies  and  procedures,  for 
second-year  students.  The  aim  of  this  course  will  be  to  prepare  the 
student,  by  a  series  of  personal  experiences  in  the  laboratory  and  by 
actual  manual  training,  in  the  application  of  the  elementary  and 
fundamental  procedures  of  minor  surgery,  for  the  more  intelligent 
application  of  the  knowledge  acquired  in  the  surgical  out-door  clinics 
of  the  Charity  Hospital  to  which  he  is  introduced  by  a  special  clinical 
instructor  in  his  second  year  of  study. 

14.  Laboratory  of  Physiology  and  Pharmacology. — Prof.  J. 
T.  Halsey,  M.  D.,  Ralph  Hopkins,  M.  D.  This  laboratory  has  been 
fully  equipped  with  the  appliances  and  apparatus  necessary  for  the 
teaching  of  Experimental  Physiology  and  Pharmacology.  Here,  to 
the  students  of  the  first  year,  demonstrations  are  given,  consisting  of 
a  series  of  experiments  which  illustrate  some  of  the  more  important 
physiological  functions,  such  as  those  of  secretion,  circulation  and 
respiration,  and  of  the  nervous  system.  In  this  laboratory  also  are 
given  to  the  second-year  students  some  of  the  experimental  demon- 
strations of  the  physiological  action  of  drugs. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 
Every  student  before  being  matriculated  for  the  first  course  of 
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medical  lectures  must  possess  the  following  qualifications  : 

15.  He  shall  hold  a  certificate  as  the  pupil  of  some  known,  reputable 
physician,  showing  his  moral  character  and  general  fitness  to  enter  upon 
the  study  of  medicine.    (See  Form  No.  1*) 

16.  He  must  possess: 

(a)  A  diploma  of  graduation  from  some  literary  or  scientific  insti- 
tion  of  learning,  or: 

(b)  A  certificate  from  some  legally  constituted  high  school,  gen- 
eral superintendent  of  state  education,  or  superintendent  of  a  county 
or  parish  board  of  public  education,  attesting  that  he  has  been  exam- 
ined and  is  possessed  of  at  least  the  educational  attainments  required 
of  first  grade  teachers  of  public  schools,  or:  (See  Form  No.  2  f)  or: 

(c)  A  certificate  that  he  has  passed  the  entrance  examinations 
to  a  State  university. 

17.  Any  student,  who,  during  his  courses  in  this  college,  convicts 
himself  of  illiteracy,  shall  be  required  to  remove  this  disability  before 
his  graduation. 

18.  A  set  of  tickets,  showing  that  the  holder  has  attended  one  full 
course  of  medical  lectures  in  any  regular  and  recognized  medical 
college,  is  essential  to  matriculating  for  a  second  course  of  lectures  ; 
and  every  student,  prior  to  matriculating  for  a  third  or  fourth  course 
of  lectures,  shall  be  required  to  show  by  similar  evidence  that  he  has 
previously  taken  two  or  three  courses  of  lectures. 

19.  Students  preparing  to  enter  the  Medical  Department  are  re- 
commended to  study  especially  Avery's  or  Gage's  Physics ;  Simon's

ADMISSION  TO  ADVANCED  STANDDSTG 

20.  Students  of  the  following  classes  may  apply  for  advanced  stand- 
ing and  obtain  it,  provided  they  undergo  a  satisfactory  examination 
upon  every  branch  below  the  class  they  desire  to  enter  : 

(a)  Graduates  of  pharmacy,  of  dentistry,  and  of  veterinary  medicine. 

(b)  Graduates  and  matriculates  of  colleges  of  homoeopathy  and  of 
eclectic  medicine. 

(c)  Graduates  of  recognized  colleges  and  universities,  who  have 
completed  therein  prescribed  courses  in  elementary  branches  of  med- 
icine, including  chemistry  and  biology. 

(d)  Advanced  standing  is  granted  solely  from  the  first  to  the  second 
year  and  is  conditioned  on  the  completion  prior  to  graduation  of  all 
the  required  laboratory  courses,  including  those  of  the  first  year  (see 
paragraph  29),  and  on  passing  at  the  end  of  the  first  session  the  exam- 
inations of  the  second  year,  see  paragraph  23  (b.) 

STUDIES  AND  EXAMINATIONS 

21.  The  first  week  of  the  term  will  be  devoted  especially  to  clinical 
medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics  and  gynaecology  in  the  wards  and  amphi- 
theatre of  the  Charity  Hospital,  and  to  practical  work  in  the  laboratories 
of  practical  anatomy  (dissecting  rooms),  of  chemistry,  of  pharmacy, 
and  of  histology  and  bacteriology.  These  laboratories  will  be  open 
for  instruction  on  Monday,  October  23rd,  1905. 

22.  First  Year,  (a)  —  Medical  physics,  chemistry  and  toxicology, 
anatomy,  demonstrations  of  pathological  anatomy,  physiology  and 
hygiene,  materia  medica,  physical  diagnosis  in  the  hospital  wards; 
chemistry  (general),  practical  anatomy  (dissecting),  and  minor  surgery 
in  the  laboratories. 

(6)  Examinations  will  be  required  during  or  at  the  close  of  the  first 
year  by  the  professor  of  chemistry,  and  by  the  instructors  in  physiology 
and  hygiene,  materia  medica,  and  physical  diagnosis  ;  and  records 
of  satisfactory  attendance  and  knowledge  in  the  laboratories  of  chem- 
istry, of  practical  anatomy,  and  of  minor  surgery  will  also  be  required. 

23.  Second  Year,  (a)  —  Chemistry,  toxicology  and  organic 
chemistry  (including  physiological  and  medical  chemistry),  anatomy, 
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pathological  anatomy,  physiology  and  hygiene,  materia  medica, 
physical  diagnosis,  and  minor  surgery  in  the  hospital  wards ;  minor 
surgery,  practical  anatomy,  and  histology  in  these  three  laboratories. 

(b)  Examinations  will  be  required  during  or  at  the  close  of  the 
second  year  by  the  professors  of  chemistry,  of  anatomy,  of  physiology 
hygiene,  and  pathological  anatomy  and  of  materia  medica  ;  by  the  in 
structors  in  physical  diagnosis  and  minor  surgery  (advanced)  ;  and 
records  of  satisfactory  knowledge  and  attendance  in  the  laboratories 
of  practical  anatomy  and  of  histology  will  also  be  required.  Final 
examination  in  pathological  anatomy  may  be  advantageously  deferred 
to  the  third  or  even  to  the  fourth  year. 

(c)  Examinations  at  the  close  of  the  second  year  on  the  "primary 
branches  "  —  chemistry,  anatomy,  physiology,  hygiene  and  patholo- 
gical anatomy  and  materia  medica — will  be  final,  if  satisfactory,  and, 
if  not,  a  second  trial  will  be  granted  at  the  next  examination. 
However,  the  professors  of  chemistry,  anatomy,  physiology,  and 
pathological  anatomy  will  not  vote,  at  the  close  of  the  fourth  year,  in 
favor  of  any  candidate  for  graduation,  unless  he  has  completed  the 
following  laboratory  courses,  viz. :  for  chemistry,  two  courses  in  a 
chemical  laboratory ;  for  anatomy,  two  courses  in  a  laboratory  of 
practical  anatomy  and  two  courses  in  a  microscopical  laboratory ; 
for  physiology,  the  same  two  courses  in  a  microscopical  laboratory. 

(d)  Certificates  that  the  above  primary  branches  have  been  finally 
completed  will  not  be  given  until  the  above  laboratory  conditions  have 
been  met.  A  fee  of  $15,  in  part  payment  of  the  $30  fee  for  examination, 
graduation,  and  diploma,  (see  paragraph  32)  will  be  charged  for  any 
certificate  given  of  satisfactory  final  examinations  on  one  or  more  of 
the  primary  branches. 

(e)  Students  from  other  colleges,  who  may  enter  the  second  year  of 
this  college,  will  be  conditioned  on  all  the  studies  and  examinations  of 
the  first  year  that  they  may  have  failed  to  pass  at  the  medical  college 
previously  attended.  These  students,  and  also  those  who  have  at- 
tended the  first  year  in  this  college  but  failed  to  fulfil  the  requirements 
of  that  year,  will  be  given  an  opportunity  early  in  the  session  and  also 
at  its  close  to  undergo  examinations  in  those  branches  in  which  they 
may  be  deficient. 

24.  Third  Year,  (a)  —  Theory  and  principles  of  medicine,  of 
surgery,  of  obstetrics  and  gynaecology  (including  obstetrical  manipu- 
lations in  normal  labor),  and  clinical  instruction  in  those  branches; 
gross  pathological  anatomy  ;  physical  diagnosis  ;  therapeutics  ;  clinical 
medicine,  venereal  and  genito-urinary  diseases,  and  diseases  of  the 
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skin  in  the  hospital  wards;  chemistry  (physiological  and  medical), 
and  pathological  and  clinical  microscopy  and  bacteriology  in  these 
two  laboratories. 

(b)  Examinations  will  be  required  during  or  at  the  close  of  the 
third  year  by  the  professors  of  the  practice  of  medicine,  of  surgery,  and 
of  obstetrics,  etc.  or  his  assistant,  and  by  the  professor  of  therapeutics ; 
by  the  instructors  of  clinical  medicine,  of  physical  diagnosis,  of 
venereal  and  genito-urinary  diseases,  and  of  diseases  of  the  skin  ;  and 
records  of  satisfactory  attendance  and  knowledge  from  the  laboratories 
of  chemistry  and  of  bacteriology  will  also  be  required.  (The  final  ex- 
amination on  diseases  of  the  skin  is  deferred  until  the  fourth  year. ) 

(c)  Students  from  other  colleges  entering  the  third  year  will  be 
conditioned  on  the  primary  branches  —  chemistry,  anatomy,  physio- 
logy and  hygiene,  pathological  anatomy  and  materia  medica.  They 
will  also  be  conditioned  on  the  following  branches,  unless  they  sub- 
mit to  the  Dean  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  have  completed  them 
at  other  medical  colleges,  viz :  Minor  Surgery,  Physical  Diagnosis, 
and  all  the  Laboratory  Courses  of  the  first  and  second  years. 

25.  Fourth  Year,  (a) — The  practice  of  medicine,  of  surgery,  of 
obstetrics  and  gynaecology  (including obstetrical  manipulations),  and 
clinical  instruction  in  those  branches  ;  diseases  of  the  nervous  system, 
of  children,  of  the  skin,  and  of  the  eye,  ear,  nose,  and  throat,  and 
medical  jurisprudence  ;  operative  surgery  in  its  special  laboratory. 

(b)  Examinations  will  be  required  during  or  at  the  close  of  the 
fourth  year  by  the  professors  of  the  practice  of  medicine,  of  surgery, 
of  obstetrics,  etc.,  and  of  medical  jurisprudence  ;  by  the  instructors  of 
the  diseases  of  children,  of  the  nervous  system,  of  the  skin,  of  the  eye 
and  of  the  ear,  nose,  and  throat,  and  a  record  of  satisfactory  attendance 
and  knowledge  from  the  laboratory  of  operative  surgery. 

(c)  Students  from  other  colleges  entering  the  fourth  year  will  be 
conditioned  on  the  primary  branches  —  chemistry,  anatomy,  physi- 
ology, hygiene,  pathological  anatomy,  and  materia  medica.  They 
will  also  be  conditioned  on  therapeutics,  minor  surgery,  physical 
diagnosis,  diseases  of  the  skin,  venereal  and  genito-urinary  diseases, 
and  the  laboratory  courses  of  the  first  three  years  unless  they  submit 
to  the  Dean  satisfactory  evidence  of  having  attended  these  latter 
courses  at  other  medical  colleges. 

26.  Vacation  Studies. — During  the  intervals  between  the  annual 
sessions,  as  well  as  during  the  sessions,  the  dissecting  rooms  and  the 
Charity  Hospital  are  open  to  students  who  have  been  duly  registered 
and  have  paid  the  matriculation  fee,  $5,  for  the  next  session  ;  students 
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are  thus  enabled  to  prosecute  the  practical  studies  of  most  importance 
throughout  the  year,  especially  anatomy,  clinical  medicine,  and 
surgery. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

27.  Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character 
which  includes  good  conduct  while  a  student  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment, and  must  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  (See  also 
paragraph  17). 

28.  He  must  have  attended,  in  a  regular  and  reputable  medical  col- 
lege, four  full  courses  of  lectures,  of  not  less  than  six  months  each  in 
four  separate  years;  and  the  last  of  these  courses  must  have  been  in 
this  institution. 

29.  Candidates  for  graduation  must  have  taken  (1)  two  annual 
courses  of  clinical  medicine;  (2)  two  of  practical  anatomy  (dissect- 
ing) 5  (3)  two  courses  in  a  chemical  laboratory  :  one  of  general  chem- 
istry and  one  of  physiological  and  medical  chemistry  ;  (4)  two  courses 
in  a  microscopical  laboratory,  one  of  histology  and  one  of  pathological 
histology,  bacteriology,  and  clinical  microscopy;  and  (5)  one  course 
in  a  laboratory  of  operative  surgery.  They  must  submit  evidence  of 
satisfactory  attendance  and  knowledge  of  all  these  laboratory  courses. 

30.  Every  candidate  for  graduation  must  submit  a  thesis  (composed 
exclusively  by  himself,  on  a  subject  within  his  personal  observation  or 
research,  and  in  his  own  handwriting)  to  the  Dean,  between  January 
1  and  March  1  of  his  last  session  ;  *  must  have  paid  all  col- 
lege dues,  including  the  graduation  fee;  and  must  pass  satisfactory 
examinations  before  the  members  of  the  faculty. 

A  candidate  for  graduation,  who  fails  to  pass  satisfactory  final  ex- 
aminations after  three  annual  trials,  will  not  be  examined  again. 

ATTENDANCE  ON  MORE  THAN  EOUR  ANNUAL  COURSES. 

31.  Students  who  have  attended  and  paid  for  all  of  the  required 
full  courses,  the  last  of  which  was  in  this  institution,  are  thereafter 
entitled  to  attend  the  lectures  and  the  hospital  without  charge  for  the 
professors'  fees. 


*The  names  of  authors  of  very  meritorious  theses  are  publicly  mentioned  at 
commencement.  Students  about  to  become  candidates  for  graduation  are  urg«d 
to  prepare  their  theses  during  the  summer  vacation. 
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FEES 

32.   The  fees  of  this  institution  are  now  $585  for  the  four-year  course. 

Considering  the  exceptional  advantages  for  practical  instruction  in 
hospital  and  laboratories  and  the  constant  care  and  labor  bestowed 
upon  the  pupils,  the  charges  are  as  low  as  are  compatible  with  the 
superior  advantages  given  ;  and  the  faculty  therefore  appeal  to  their 
professional  brethren  throughout  the  Southwest  to  continue  their  sup- 
port to  an  institution  which  does  not  seek  to  increase  the  size  of  its 
classes  by  pecuniary  rivalry  and  discreditable  underbidding,  but  by 


offering  a  full  equivalent  for  its  charges.

The  faculty  reserves  the  right  to  decrease  or  to  increase  the  above 
fees  for  the  four-year  course  after  the  session  of  1905-6  ;  but  it  is  not 
probable  that  the  total  fees  for  any  one  session  will  exceed  $150. 

33.  A  student  who  submits  satisfactory  certificates  that  he  has  at- 
tended a  recognized  medical  college  and  paid  for  the  required  labora- 
tory courses  will  not  be  charged  the  fees  above  specified  for  the 
courses  previously  taken. 

34.  All  fees  are  payable  on  admission,  except  the  graduation  fee 
of  $30,  which  is  not  accepted  earlier  than  January  1st  nor  later  than 
March  1st.  Ten  dollars  of  this  fee  will  not  be  returned  to  candidates 
for  graduation  who  fail  to  pass  satisfactorily  the  final  examinations. 

35.  Students  who  have  attended  and  paid  for  the  two  required 
courses  in  a  laboratory  of  practical  anatomy  (dissecting)  will  be 
charged  only  $5  (instead  of  $10)  for  an  additional  course;  and  stu- 
dents who  have  attended  and  paid  the  full  fees  for  other  obligatory 
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courses  will  be  charged  a  smaller  fee  for  any  laboratory  course  volu- 
ntarily taken. 

36.  Matriculation  Fee.  —  Every  person,  whether  student  or 
graduate,  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  this  department,  must  pay  a 
matriculation  or  registration  fee  of  $5  for  every  session  he  may  at- 
tend ;  and  he  will  not  be  entitled  to  admission  to  either  College  or 
Hospital  until  registered. 

37.  Breakage  Fess. — A  breakage  fee  of  $5  must  be  deposited  for 
every  course  in  the  chemical,  in  the  pharmaceutical,  and  in  the  micro- 
scopical laboratory  to  reimburse  needless  injuries  inflicted  on  the 
laboratories  and  their  contents.  At  the  end  of  every  session  the  break- 
age fee  will  be  refunded  in  whole  or  in  part,  depending  on  the  charges 
incurred  by  the  student ;  but  it  will  be  forfeited  if  not  claimed  at  the 
close  of  the  session  for  which  it  was  deposited. 

38.  Graduates  of  this  College  and  all  medical  students  who  have 
paid  for  all  of  the  required  full  courses,  the  last  of  which  was  in  this  in- 
stitution, are  thereafter  entitled  to  attend  the  lectures  and  the  hospital 
without  charge  for  the  professors'  fees,  but  they  will  be  charged  the 
matriculation  fee  and  the  fees  for  all  laboratory  courses  they  may 
voluntarily  attend.    (See  paragraph  35). 

39.  Students  who  do  not  attend  full  courses,  but  only  partial  or 
special  courses,  must  pay  for  the  tickets  of  the  professors  whom  they 
may  attend,  $20  each  ;  other  fees  are  stated  in  paragraph  32.  Partial 
course  students  are  admitted  at  anytime  during  the  session. 

40.  Graduates  of  other  recognized  medical  colleges,  who  are  not 
candidates  for  the  M.  D.  degree  of  this  college,  must  pay,  in  order  to 
attend  all  lectures  and  the  hospital  during  a  first  session,  the  annual 
matriculation  fee,  $5,  and  an  additional  fee  of  $70.  For  any  laboratory 
course  taken  the  fee  is  specified  in  paragraph  32.  For  any  subsequent 
session  the  $70  fee  is  not  charged. 

(a)  Fees  for  graduates  of  other  colleges  who  are  candidates  for  the 
M.  D.  degree  of  this  College  : 

Graduates  of  the  four -year  course  pay  the  above  fees  of  $75. 
Graduates  of  the  three  -  year  course  pay  the  fees  of  the  fourth  -  year 
(paragraph  32).  Graduates  (prior  to  1895)  of  the  two-year  course, 
engaged  in  reputable  practice  and  licensed  by  a  State  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers, pay  the  fees  of  the  fourth  year. 

Every  graduate  of  this  College  must  have  passed  the  examinations 
of  the  fourth  year  [paragraph  25  (d)]  must  have  attended  all  of  the 
laboratory  courses  required  (paragraph  29)  and  must  have  paid  the 
graduation  fee,  $30. 
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FEES  FOR   STUDENTS  OE  THE  NEW  ORLEANS  POLYCLINIC 

41.  Students  of  the  Polyclinic  who  are  graduates  of  the  Medical  De- 
partment are  admitted  to  the  lectures  and  clinical  instruction  of  this  de- 
partment on  payment  thereto  of  $5  for  its  annual  session;  and  Poly- 
clinic students  who  are  not  graduates  of  the  Medical  Department  will 
be  admitted  to  the  same  privileges  during  a  six-weeks'  term  of  the  Poly- 
clinic on  payment  of  a  fee  of  $15  to  the  Medical  Department.  All  stu- 
dents of  the  Medical  Department,  graduating  at  the  opening  of  or  dur- 
ing a  term  of  the  Polyclinic,  will  be  admitted  thereto  on  payment  of 
one-half  of  its  regular  rates.  For  further  information  address  the  Poly- 
clinic, Tulane  Ave.  and  South  Liberty  St. 

COURSE  IN  PHARMACY 

The  University  is  authorized  by  law  to  grant  diplomas  in  Pharmac}', 
and  the  Medical  Department  has  exercised  this  privilege  since  1S38, 
having  now  354  graduates  in  pharmacy. 

42.  The  students  in  pharmacy  are  required  to  attend  two  annual 
courses  of  lectures  given  by  the  professors  on  chemistry  and  medical 
jurisprudence,  on  materia  medica  and  therapeutics,  and  on  hygiene, 
and  to  attend  one  course  in  the  chemical  and  two  courses  in  the  phar- 
maceutical laboratory.  They  are  not  charged  professors'  fees  after  at- 
tendance on  two  full  courses,  but  all  students  are  charged  for  all 
laboratory  courses,  however  numerous  these  may  be. 

Instruction  in  the  pharmaceutical  laboratory  is  graded  and  con- 
sists of  a  junior  and  a  senior  course.  These  courses  are  designed  to  fit 
the  students  to  conduct  the  processes  of  manufacturing  and  of  dispens- 
ing in  the  most  thorough  and  economical  manner. 

43.  Women  are  admitted  as  students  to  the  full  course  in  pharmacy 
on  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  men. 

44.  Pharmacy  students  are  subjected  to  the  educational  requirements 
for  matriculation  enforced  on  medical  students.  ( See  paragraghs  15,  16). 

45.  All  candidates  for  graduation  in  pharmacy  must  comply  with  the 
requirements  for  graduation  enforced  on  medical  students,  (para- 
graphs 27,  28,  30)  and  must  also  submit  to  the  dean  a  satisfactory  cer- 
tificate of  at  least  two  years'  practical  experience  under  the  instruction 
of  a  competent  pharmacist. 

46.  Fees  in  Pharmacy. — The  charge  for  the  first  full  course  in  phar- 
macy is  $75,  namely,  for  matriculation  $5,  professors'  fees  I35,  chemical 
laboratory  $15,  and  pharmaceutical  laboratory  $20  ;  and  for  the  second 
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course,  $80,  excluding  the  chemical  laboratory,  $15,  and  including  the 
graduation!fee,  $20.  In  addition,  every  student  must  deposit  a  breakage 
fee  of  $5  for  the  chemical,  and  $5  for  the  pharmaceutical  laboratory. 

47.  Medical  students  who  also  take  a  course  in  pharmacy  are  required 
to  pay  additional  fees  only  for  two  courses  in  the  pharmaceutical 
laboratory.  Both  of  these  courses  (junior  and  senior)  can  be  com- 
pleted in  one  session.  The  student,  who  has  completed  two  annual 
sessions  in  medicine  and  one,  as  above,  in  pharmacy,  can  become  a 
candidate  for  graduation  in  pharmacy. 

The  Chemical  and  Pharmaceutal  Laboratories  will  be  open  for  in- 
struction on  Monday,  October  23,  1905. 

A  special  Circular  for  the  course  in  pharmacy  will  be  mailed  to  any 
applicant  to  the  Dean.

DESCRIPTION  OF  NEW  BUILDING 


Erected  1893. 

The  general  plan  consists  of  a  central  building  to  provide  two  large 
lecture  rooms,  one  above  the  other,  and  of  two  wings,  chiefly  for 
laboratories,  but  also  for  library,  museum,  offices,  recitation  and 
private  rooms. 

An  unusually  well  lighted,  well  floored,  dry  and  commodious  base- 
ment provides  ample  storage  rooms,  and  also  excellent  rooms  for  the 
greater  comfort  of  students,  such  as  a  study -room,  smoking-room,  etc. 

The  lecture-rooms,  laboratories,  and  all  rooms  except  those  in  the 
basement  are  free  from  all  posts  and  pillars  ;  the  two  lecture-rooms  are 
abundantly  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  have  a  seating  capacity,  the 
first  floor  lecture-room  for  485,  and  the  third  floor  amphitheatre  for 
525  students. 

The  Microscopical  Laboratory  is  believed  to  be  unsurpassed  in 
lighting  and  ventilation  and  in  size,  accommodating  122  students. 

The  students'  Chemical  Laboratory  has  the  same  size  and  superiorities. 

The  Dissecting  Rooms  are  believed  to  be  unsurpassed  in  all  essentials, 
and  can  accommodate  204  students  at  work  at  the  same  time. 

Lavatories  and  urinals  are  conveniently  located  on  every  floor. 

The  building  supplies  several  private  rooms  for  special  work  of 
students  or  graduates. 

Lockers  are  amply  supplied  for  the  personal  use  of  every  student  to 
secure  his  books,  iustruments,  overcoat,  etc. 

The  college  lot  measures  about  256^  feet  front  on  Canal  Street, 
199X  feet  on  Villere  Street,  feet  011  Robertson  Street,  and  102^ 

feet  on  Customhouse  Street ;  containing  therefore,  about  62,764  square 
feet,  while  the  building  occupies  only  16,528  square  feet ;  thus  leaving 
ample  space  for  ornamentation  and  recreation  grounds  at  present  and 
for  extension  in  the  future.

Mr.  President — The  Medical  De- 
partment, now  about  to  close  the 
seventy-first  year  of  its  existence, 
will  this  day  add  to  its  list  of  alumni 
eighty-three  graduates  in  medicine 
and  ten  in  pharmacy,  so  that  our 
total  list  of  graduates  will  now  num- 
ber 3,820  in  medicine  and  354  in 
pharmacy.  These  graduates,  because 
of  their  number  and  of  their  devo- 
tion to  their  alma  mater,  are  the 
chief  source  from  which  annually 
flows  the  stream  of  students  that 
enter  our  college;  as  is  exemplified, 
in  part,  by  the"  fact  that  during  the 
forty-seven  years  of  my  own  official 
service  I  have  helped  to  educate 
numerous  sons  of  my  former  pupils 
and,  in  one  exceptional  case,  father, 
son  and  grandson. 

My  friend  and  colleague.  Dr.  T.  G. 
Richardson,  who  gave  to  this  College 
thirty-one  years  (1858-1889)  of  in- 
valuable service  as  a  professor,  and 
to  whom,  directly  and  indirectly,  the 
Medical  Department  owes  a  greater 
debt  of  gratitude  than  to  any  other 
person,  resigned  in  1885  the  deanship 
that  he  had  occupied  during  the* 
period  of  the  greatest  trials  of  this! 
College  and' for  the  unprecedentedly1 


long  term  of  twenty  years.  This 
commencement  completes  also  my 
twentieth  year  as  Dean,  and,  "lest 
we  forget,"  this  opportunity  is  taken 
to  recall  some  of  the  educational 
progress  made,  some  of  the  services 
rendered  by  the  Medical  Faculty,  and 
some  of  the  notable  improvements 
accomplished  during  the  last  twenty 
years. 

At  our  commencement  in  1886,  the 
close  of  my  first  term  as  Dean,  I  de- 
livered the  first  annual  report  ever 
submitted  to  the  public  in  behalf  of 
the  Medical  Department.  In  it  some 
improvements  were  indicated  that 
should  be  required,  and  among  these 
were  the  following,  viz:  Evidence  of 
the  preliminary  education  of  every 
student  prior  to  his  admission  to  the 
Medical  Department;  increase  in  the 
number  of  teachers;  greater  knowl- 
edge in  order  to  be  graduated; 
lengthening  of  the  annual  sesion, 
and  attendance  upon  three  instead  of 
two  annual  sessions  to  be  indis- 
pensable for  graduation. 

To  what  extent  this  programme  has 
been  accomplished  will  be  indicated 
by  contrasting  the  session  that  closed 
in  1885  with  the  session  now  closing. 


THEN  AND  NOW. 

Then  our  circular  of  information 
for  students,  published  in  every  an- 
nual catriogue,  occupied  five  pages; 
now  fourteen  pages  are  used  and  are 
insufficient. 

Then,  there  were  some  books  for 
a  library,  but  these  were,  for  the 
most  part,  out  of  date,  and  were  un- 
catalogued  and  of  little  use;  now,  we 
have  a  well-organized,  card-cata- 
logued and  well-used  library  of  over 
4,000  valuable  books  and  2,000 
pamphlets,  in  addition  to  over  3,00u 
other  books  and  pamphlets  of  much 
less  value,  kept  apart  in  an  annex 
to   the  library. 

Then,  no  woman  had  ever  been  ad- 
mitted as  a  student;  in  18SS  women 
were  admitted  solely  to  our  labora- 
tory of  practical  pharmacy,  but  since 
1894  they  have  been  admitted  to  all 
courses  in  pharmacy,  on  the  same 
terms  and  conditions  required  ol 
men. 

Then,  no  evidence  of  education  was 
required  for  admission.  Since  1893 
the  minimum  requirement  has  been 
a  certificate,  signed  by  either  a  su- 
perintendent of  education  or  a  prin- 
cipal of  a  public  high  school,  that  the 
bearer  has  been  examined  and  has 
been  found  to  possess  scholastic  at- 
tainments equal  to  those  required  of 
first-grade  teachers  in  the  public 
schools. 

Then,  there  were  only  two  labora- 
tories, viz:  the  wards  of  the  hospital 
and  the  dissecting  rooms;  now,  there 
are  eight  laboratories,  and  at  least 
three  more  are  needed. 

Then,  only  eleven  branches  of 
medicine  were  taught,  and  now  there 
are  twenty-nine. 

Then,  there  were  only  nine  labori- 
ous teachers,  who  were  aided  in  the 
hospital  by  nine  chiefs  of  clinic,  but 
the  latter  did  very  little  work  and 
received  no  pay,  and  then  there  were 
only  eleven  teachers  and  employes 
on  the  pay  roll;  now  there  are  forty- 
nine  teachers,  every  one  doing  more 
work  than  ever  before,  and  there  are 
forty  names  on  the  pay  roll. 

Then,  candidates  for  graduation 
were  required  to  have  attended  only 
two  annual  sessions  of  twenty-three 
weeks  each,  but  actual  attendance, 
except  at  examinations,  was  not  en- 
forced, and  was  generally  less,  and 
frequently  very  much  less,  tha  .  the 
•total,  forty-six  weeks;  in  1893  three 
annual  sessions  were  required,  and 
.since  1900  four  annual  sessions  have 
been  required.  These  sessions  are 
now   twenty-eight   weeks   each,  and 


of  the  total  of  one  hundred  and 
twelve  weeks,  ninety  weeks'  attend- 
ance  is  obligatory. 

Then,  none  of  the  courses  were 
graded;  now,  the  courses  are  graded, 
but  some  of  them  need  better  grad- 
ing. 

Then,  there  were  onlv  eleven  ex- 
aminations annually,  and  only  seven 
of  these  were  oblig.  tory;  during  the 
session  now  closing  there  were 
eighty-five    obligatory  examinations. 

Then,  the  total  fees  for  the  two 
required  Sessions  were  $330;  now) 
they  are,  for  the  four  required  ses- 
sions, $585,  a  Total  greater  than  in 
any  Southern  and  in  most  Northern 
colleges,  although  these  fees  amount 
in  some  of  the  latter  colleges  to 
$800,  and  in  at  least  one  of  them  to 
$1,000. 

Then,  the  total  expended  annually 
for  all  salaries  was  less  than  half 
the  amount  expended  at  present,  and 
the  administrative  expenses  were 
only  one-fourth  of  what  they  now 
are. 

Then,  there  were  only  223  students; 
during  the  present  session  there 
have  been  496,  and  this  great  in- 
crease has  been  gained  in  spite  of 
the  facts,  just  indicated,  that  now 
four  instead  of  two  annual  sessions 
are  requisite  to  graduation,  that 
every  session  has  been  lengthened 
from  twenty-three  to  twenty-eight 
weeks,  that  the  fees  have  been  nearly 
doubled,  and  that  the  requisites  for 
graduation  have  been  so  increased 
that  to  gain  our  diploma  requires  at 
least  three  times  more  knowledge 
now  than  was  required  in  1885. 

In  addition  to  these  great  educa- 
tional improvements,  the  Medical 
Faculty  has  conferred,  either  on  its 
graduates,  or  on  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment, or  on  the  public,  during  the 
past  twenty  years,  other  valuable 
services,  and  of  these  the  following 
deserve  notice: 

VALUABLE  SERVICES. 

At  the  close  of  my  first  year  as  a 
professor  I  delivered,  by  request  of 
the  Faculty,  the  annual  address  at 
the  commencement  of  1869,  and  I 
then  announced  that  whenever  va- 
cancies might  occur  my  influence  and 
vote  would  be  always  given,  other 
things  being  equal,  to  the  graduates 
of  the  Medical  Department.  Then,  I 
was  the  sole  graduate  of  this  College 
who  was  a  member  of  its  Faculty; 
now.  all  of  our  professors,  except 
two,  are  our  graduates,  and  of  our 
total    forty-nine   teachers   only  four 


are  graduates  of  other  medical  col- 
leges. 

During  the  seventeen  years,  1887 
to  1904,  the  members  of  the  Faculty 
voluntarily  contributed  to  the  im- 
provement of  the  College  nearly 
$17,000,  viz.:  $2,300  to  erect  the  Rich- 
ardson memorial  arch  that  gives  en- 
trance to  our  building;  $3,000  to  aid 
the  Administrators  of  the  Charity 
Hospital  to  erect  its  new  and  in- 
valuable amphitheatre  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  medical  students, 
and  $11,240  to  increase  our  educa- 
tional apparatus  and  to  improve  our 
library. 

The  members  of  the  Faculty  con- 
tributed their  influence  to  the  enact- 
ment of  the  State  law  of  1894  in- 
augurating the  Medical  Examining 
Board,  and  giving  to  it  alone  the 
power  to  license  graduates  to  prac- 
tice medicine  in  Louisiana.  Prior  to 
1894  the  law  gave  to  all  holders  of 
our  diploma  the  right  to  practice 
medicine  in  Louisiana.  The  members 
of  the  Faculty  unselfishly  aided  in 
the  abrogation  of  the  old  law  be- 
cause of  their  conviction  that  the 
progress  of  medical  education  and  the 
public  good  would  be  promoted  by 
the  new  law — a  law  which  could  not 
have  been  enacted  had  it  been  op- 
posed by  the  Faculty — a  law  which, 
I  doubt  not,  would  be  repealed  should 
the  Faculty  ever  become  convinced 
that  its  execution  was  injurious  both 
to  the  Medical  Department  and  the 
public. 

In  1900  twelve  out  of  426  medical 
students  were  attacked,  within  a 
very  few  days,  by  smallpox.  At  once 
all  other  students  were  revaccinated, 
and  those  that  were  sick  were 
isolated  in  the  College  museum,  con- 
verted temporarily  into  a  smallpox 
hospital,  in  the  able  charge  of  Dr. 
P.  E.  Archinard.  In  the  meantime 
the  students  continued  to  attend 
lectures,  even  in  a  lecture-room  on 
the  same  floor  with  and  adjacent  to 
the  temporary  hospital.  This  very 
dangerous  outbreak  was  at  once  sup- 
pressed, as  there  were  no  more  cases 
either  among  the  students  or  the 
numerous  citizens  who  came  in  con- 
tact with  the  students,  and  thus  a 
great  service  was  rendered  and  a 
most  useful  lesson  taught  not  only 
to  our  students  but  also  to  the  public. 

Member:;  of  the  Faculty  have  fre- 
quently delivered  highly  appreciated 
and  very  useful  free  public  lectures 
to  the  cilizens  of  New  Orleans,  who 
also  gain  much  profit  from  the  $150,- 
000  to  $250,000     expended  annually 


among  them  by  the  students  of  the 
Medical  Department.  A  third  con- 
tribution io  the  public  welfare  has 
been  the  donation  to  this  city  of  the 
free  use,  for  years,  of  our  bacterio- 
logical laboratory  and  of  a  chemical 
laboratory. 

Finally,  on  this  part  of  my  subject, 
the  Faculty  has  conferred  on  the 
Medical  Department  a  very  great 
service  that  is  often  disregarded  by 
these  who  control  public  institutions. 
The  future  has  not  been  taxed  to  ac- 
complish the  great  progress  and  serv- 
ices that  have  been  recorded,  and 
the  fact  that  not  a  single  debt  em- 
barrasses the  Medical  Department 
renders  still  more  certain  its  great 
future  progress. 

DONATIONS. 
The  unprecedented  educational 
progress  of  this  College  has  been 
j  most  notable  since  October,  1893,  when 
the  Faculty  was  given  possession  of 
its  present  building,  adequately  pro- 
vided with  the  laboratories  that  had 
become  indispensable  to  progress. 
This  building,  with  its  laboratories 
and  their  costly  outfit,  came  from  the 
generous  hands  of  a  noble  and  en- 
lightened woman,  and  any  history  of 
our  progress  demands  a  most  promi- 
nent place  for  the  record  of  this  and 
of  other  donations. 

The  Dean's  annual  report,  at  the 
commencement  of  1888,  was  devoted 
chiefly  to  the  incalculable  benefits 
conferred  on  the  public  by  medical 
education,  to  the  great  financial 
needs  of  medical  colleges,  and  to  cit- 
ing notable  instances  of  donations 
given  by  Northern  philanthropists  to 
a  few  Northern  medical  colleges;  in- 
stances that  could  now  be  increased 
to  such  extent  that  one  Northern 
medical  college  now  has  $5,000,000,  and 
another  is  reported  to  have  $7,000,- 
000;  so  that  our  country,  long  more 
backward  as  to  medical  college  effi- 
ciency than  any  other  great  civilized 
country,  is  destined  soon  to  possess 
some  of  the  best  medical  colleges  in 
the  world.  Dr.  Richardson  was  in 
full  sympathy  with  my  advocacy  of 
the  financial  needs  of  our  Medical 
Department,  a  subject  that  I  con- 
tinued to  allude  to  in  several  subse- 
quent annual  reports. 

March  3,  1891,  Dr.  Richardson 
wrote  to  me  that  "Mrs.  Richardson 
authorized  him  to  place  at  the  dispo- 
sal of  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  Fac- 
ulty $50,000  for  the  erection  of  a 
building  for  suitable  laboratories." 
Dr.    Richardson    was    earnestly  ad- 


vised  by  me  to  have  this  donation 
given,  not  to  the  Medical  Faculty, 
but  to  the  University,  for  the  ex- 
clusive benefit  of  the  Medical  De- 
partment. This  was  done  May  9, 
1891,  when  the  donation  was  suffi- 
ciently increased  to  erect  a  new 
building  adequate  for  all  purposes, 
Including  laboratories,  and  this 
amount  was  afterwards  increased 
sufficiently  to  supply  the  laboratories 
with  their  indispensable  apparatus. 
This  donation  is  specially  notewor- 
thy, not  only  because  of  the  great 
advantages  it  supplied,  but  also  be- 
cause it  was  the  very  first  donation 
ever  bestowed  on  our  College,  al- 
though it  had  then  existed  fifty-sev- 
en years,  and  was  the  first  donation 
of  any  magnitude  ever  given,  as  I 
believe,  to  any  Southern  medical  col- 
lege by  any  individual. 

In  1894  occurred  the  deplorable 
death  of  Dr.  A.  B.  Miles,  our  able 
Professor  of  Surgery,  and  at  the 
same  time  the  distinguished  house 
surgeon  of  the  Charity  Hospital.  He, 
following  the  preceding  example,  be- 
aueathed  to  the  University  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Medical  Department 
$10,000,  a  bequest  that  will  continue 
to  be  of  frequent  and  great  service. 
sir*"'5  the  srreater  part  of  it  is  still 
un^xp^nded. 

In  1902  died  Mr.  Alexander  C. 
Hutchinson,  the  wealthiest  of  the 
benefactors  of  our  College,  and  the 
only  one  who  had  had  no  connection 
with  it.  further  than  that  his  physi- 
cian and  friend,  Dr.  Rudolph  Matas, 
was  and  still  is  a  member  of  the  Med- 
ical Faculty.  Following  the  two  pre- 
ceding examples,  Mr.  Hutchinson  be- 
queathed property,  valued  at  $800,000. 
to  the  University  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Medical  Department.  Various  suits 
at  law  questioned  the  validity  of  the 
will,  which  was  not  finally  decided 
until  the  Federal  Supreme  Court,  on 
F^b.  20.  1905.  confirmed  the  decision 
of  the  Louisiana  Supreme  Court.  As 
a  result,  our  College  will  have  in- 
vested in  it  at  least  $1,000,000:  there- 
by its  progress  will  be  even  more 
■notable  in  the  future  than  in  the 
past,  and  the  Medical  Department 
will  increase  its  superiority  over  all 
Southern  colleges,  and  will  have  few 
equals  among  the  medical  colleges 
of  America. 

.  CHARITY  HOSPITAL. 

Our  progress  In  medical  education 
has   very    greatly   depended   on  the 


Charity  HospitaL  Every  improve- 
ment of  it  promotes  the  welfare  of 
the  Medical  Department,  as  well  as 
of  the  public.  These  improvements 
have,  since  1885,  been  numerous  and 
great,  and  the  most  notable  of  these 
deserve  to  be  recorded. 

In  1885  the  Ambulance  Building: 
was  erected,  and  the  ambulance  corps 
of  medical  students  was  organized 
to  give  prompt  aid  to  cases  of  emer- 
gency. These  students  are  students 
of  our  College  who,  giving  first  aid 
to  the  inhabitants  of  New  Orleans, 
learn  how  best  to  relieve  hereafter 
thousands  of  other  sufferers.  The 
ambulance  service  of  the  Charity 
Hospital  has  proved  an  inestimable 
blessing  to  many  thousands  of  the 
victims  of  disease  and  injury,  and 
among  all  these  the  most  notable 
was  the  beloved  and  honored  Pres- 
ident of  the  Southern  Confederacy, 
Jefferson  Davis,  who,  In  his  last  sick- 
ness in  1889,  was  transported,  by  my 
request,  from  the  steamboat  landing 
to  the  home  of  the  President  of  the 
Tulane  Board  of  Administrators, 
Judge  Fenner. 

In  1892  two  suitable  buildings  for 
outdoor  clinics  were  erected.  Their 
inestimable  service  to  medical  educa- 
tion is  indicated  by  the  fact  that, 
while  in  1885  the  hospital  accommo- 
dated about  8,000  patients,  it  now 
provides  every  year  30,000  patients 
for  the  study  of  our  students  and  of 
the  medical  profession. 

In  1893  a  training  school  for 
nurses  was  inaugurated,  and  trained 
nurses  were  first  employed,  and  in 
1901  a  suitable  building  for  their  ac- 
commodation was  erected  by  means  of 
a  liberal  donation  philanthropically 
bestowed  by  Mr.  Alexander  C.  Hutch- 
inson. 

In  1895  an  admirable  new  amphi- 
theatre, for  the  accommodation  of 
students,  and  operating-rooms  of  su- 
perior excellence  were  erected,  to 
the  very  great  advantage  of  our  stu- 
dents, as  well  as  of  hospital  pati- 
ents. 

In  1899  the  bounty  of  the  benevo- 
lent Mrs.  Milliken  provided  the  Milli- 
ken  Memorial  Building,  a  model  hos- 
pital for  the  accommodation  of  200 
sick  children,  thus  supplying  the 
Medical  Department  with  adequate 
means  to  train  its  students  in  that 
very  important  branch  of  medicine, 
the  diseases  oi  children. 

In  1890  externe  students  were  first 
appointed,  and  now  sixteen  of  our 
students  can  secure  in  the  wards  of 


the  hospital  invaluable  practical  ex- 
perience, thereby  enhancing  their 
future  value  to  the  public  and  pro- 
moting the  efficiency  of  the  Medical 
Department.  Since  1885  the  resident 
or  interne  students  have  been  gradu- 
ally increased  from  eight  to  eighteen, 
to  the  great  advantage  of  both  hospi- 
tal and  College.  It  would  be  an  Incal- 
culable benefit  to  our  College,  as  also 
to  the  medical  profession  and  the 
public,  if  these  thirty-four  interne 
and  externe  students  should  be 
greatly  increased  in  number. 

RECENT  PROGRESS. 

Having  completed  a  brief  review 
of  the  last  twenty  years,  a  few  words 
will  be  devoted  to  the  present,  and 
then  to  the  future.  During  the 
session  now  closing,  not  only  were 
all  previous  gains  fully  maintained, 
but  the  following  notable  additions 
were  made:  A  corps  of  four  asso- 
ciate professors  was  inaugurated; 
three  of  these  were  promotions,  but 
the  fourth  was  the  addition  to  our 
list  of  teachers  of  the  house  sur- 
geon of  the  Charity  Hospital,  who 
has  unusual  opportunity,  and  is  re- 
quired to  teach  emergency  surgery, 
i.e.,  the  surgery  that  must  be  exe- 
cuted without  loss  of  time  and, 
hence,  without  opportunity  to  con- 
sult either  books  or  other  surgeons. 

Four  other  instructors  were  added, 
so  that  the  corps  of  teachers  was 
increased  by  five,  and  four  of  these 
have  taught  and,  for  the  first  time, 
examined  students  on  four  special 
branches. 

A  laboratory  for  the  practical 
teaching  of  two  kindred  subjects, 
physiology  and  pharmacology,  was 
inaugurated.  More  than  $2,000  were 
expended  for  new  apparatus  to  in- 
crease our  educational  resources;  and, 
to  still  further  increase  our  require- 
ments for  graduation,  it  has  been 
necessary  for  every  student  to  secure 
from  every  examiner  a  higher  pass- 
mark  than  ever  before. 

The  450  students  of  the  session 
1903-4  surpassed  by  twenty-four  all 
previous  records,  and  the  496  stu- 
dents of  this  session  outnumber  by 
forty-six  those  of  the  preceding  ses- 
sion. 

FUTURE  PROGRESS. 
To  the  above  record  will  be  added 
some  considerations  as  to  the  future. 
The  greatest  need  of  most  medical 
colleges  is  the  requirement  of  better 
education  for  admission  to  them.  The 


present  minimum  requirement  of  this 
and  of  other  Southern  medical  col- 
leges has  been  already  stated,  as  also 
the  fact  that  the  educational  certifi- 
cate must  be  signed  by  either  a  su- 
perintendent of  education  or  ths 
principal  of  a  public  high  school.  Ths 
result  has  failed  to  fulfil  the  hopes 
first  entertained  by  the  Faculty,  be- 
cause experience  has  amply  prove* 
that  some  of  these  public  officers  do 
not  hesitate  to  certify  to  unques- 
tionable falsehoods.  While  the  Fac- 
ulty has  adopted  measures  that  les- 
sen this  evil,  these  measures  are 
inadequate.  What  measures  should 
be  adopted  Is  the  most  important  and 
perplexing  question  that  concerns 
the  progress  of  medical  education. 
The  solution  of  this  problem  Involves 
the  consideration,  knowledge  and 
experience  of  those  surrounding 
conditions  on  which  all  progress  de- 
pends, and  of  so  many  different  sub- 
jects that  he  who  knows  most  of 
these  is  the  most  perplexed  The 
chief  difficulty  is  not  in  deciding 
upon  an  adequate  minimum  of  pre- 
paratory education,  but  in  devising  a 
satisfactory  method   of  execution. 

The  session  should  be  gradually 
lengthened,  as  promptly  as  con- 
ditions may  Justify,  to  eight  months. 

Some  of  our  courses  should  be 
better  graded  and  our  four  classes 
be  subdivided  into  more  numerous 
sections.  To  effect  this,  more  pro- 
fessors and  teachers  will  be  indis- 
pensable. Action  has  been  taken 
whereby  the  number  of  professors 
will,  in  a  few  years,  be  increased 
and  other  teachers  should  be  added 
as  soon  as  the  annual  revenues  may 
permit. 

The  reputation  and  usefulness  of 
our  college  would  be  greatly  pro- 
moted if  the  faculty  could  make  it 
a  requisite  for  graduation  that  every 
candidate  should  have  had  at  least 
one  session's  experience  as  a  hospital 
student,  but  this  requisite  will  con- 
tinue to  be  impracticable  until  those 
who  coftrol  the  hospitals  of  New  Or- 
leans mav  render  it  so. 

The  progress  of  medical  science, 
by  which  man's  welfare  has  been 
and  will  be  promoted,  to  far  greater 
extent  than  is  generally  appreciated, 
is  dependent  on  medical  research, 
and  this  should  be  fostered  by  all 
medical  colleges.  Any  one  of  these 
that  may  neglect  this  duty  cannot 
long  maintain  a  foremost  place  in 
medical  education.   For  this  and  eth- 


er  important  purposes  at  least  three 
more  laboratories  are  indispensable — 
one  for  clinical  medicine,  one  for 
pathological  anatomy,  and  a  much 
larger  one  for  physiology  and  phar- 
macology. Our  present  building 
cannot  provide  them,  but  it  is  be- 
lieved that  in  a  few  years  these 
laboratories,  free  clinics,  and  other 
Important  educational  advantages 
will  be  supplied  by  a  Josephine 
Hutchinson  Memorial  Building,  and 
that  our  college  will  gain  such 
strength  from  the  Hutchinson  fund 
that  every  improvement  advocated 
can  be  eventually  executed  with  in- 
calculable advantage  to  the  medical 
department. 

The  frequent  use  of  the  personal 
pronoun  in  this  report  would  be 
more  readily  excused  if  others  ap- 
preciated as  I  do  that  the  Faculty  can. 
within  the  limit  of  its  powers,  do 
whatever  it  pleases,  in  spite  of  the 
Dean,  while  he  is  powerless  without 
the  Faculty's  approval.  No  person, 
other  than  myself,  can  possibly  ap- 
preciate as  fervently  and  as  grate- 
fully to  what  great  extent  the  an- 
nually augmented  efficiency  of  our 
college  has  been  due  to  the  invaluable 
services  of  every  member  of  the 
Faculty,  and  to  their  unselfish  co- 
operation in  every  measure  calcu- 
lated to  promote  the  welfare  of  the 
medical  department. 

At  the  close  of  this  twentieth  year 
of  service  as  Dean,  the  expression  of 
my  heartfelt  thanks  and  profoundest 
appreciation  is  due,  not  only  to  every 
one  of  my  colleagues  and  to  all  our 
teachers,  but  also  to  the  thousands* 
of  students  who,  by  their  gener- 
ous approbation  throughout  all  of  the 
forty-seven  years  of  my  official  serv- 
ice, have  contributed  very  much  to  my 
happiness  and  stimulated  me  to 
greater  efforts  in  behalf  of  their 
education. 

ADDRESS  TO  GRADUATES. 

Graduates  of  1905 — For  years  past 
the  Dean  has  been  justified  in  as- 
suring every  graduating  class  that 
no  preceding  class  had  ever  enjoyed 
equal  educational  advantages,  arid 
I  have  already  specified  the  superior 
advantages  given  to  you  That  you 
have  been  greatly  benefited  thereby 
is  unquestionable,  since  no  preceding 
class  has  gained  a  better  reputation 
for  diligence  in  study  and  for  ex- 
cellence in  conduct  and  in  all  quali- 
ties Characteristic  of  manly  men. 
Hence  the  faculty  will  follow  your 


careers  with  interest  and  with  the 
desire  to  aid  you  in  the  future  as  in 
the  past,  to  contribute  to  the  use- 
fulness and  the  repute  of  your  col- 
lege and  of  your  profession.  The 
history  of  the  careers  of  previous* 
graduates  will  indicate  what  your 
careers  are  to  be  and  will,  at  the 
same  time,  farther  illustrate  the 
great  usefulness  to  the  public  of  our 
medical  department. 

Most  of  our  graduates  are  engaged 
solely  in  remunerative  private  prac- 
tice,  an   occupation   which,  though 
comparatively   obscure,   is    so  bene- 
ficial to  humanity  that  even  those 
who  profess  least  confidence  in  the 
medical  profession  are  usually  loud- 
est in  complaint,  when  injured,  sick 
or  dying,  if  a  doctor  fails  to  respond 
j    quickly  to  their  hurried  calls  for  re- 
lief.    Of  the  physicians  of  New  Or- 
I   leans  four-fifths  are  our  graduates; 
j   of  the  registered  physicians  in  Louisi- 
I   ana,  outside    of    New  Orleans,  one- 
;    third  to  one-half  are  our  graduates; 

a  large  proportion  of  the  reputable 
!  physicians  of  Mississippi  and  Texas, 
and  a  considerable  portion  of  those  in 
Alabama,  Florida,  Georgia  and  Ar- 
kansas are  our  graduates,  and  we 
have  some  in  nearly  every  State  and 
Territory,  as  also  in  Canada,  Mexico, 
the  Philippines,  Cuba,  Panama,  South 
America  and  Europe,  so  that,  go 
where  you  may,  you  will  probably 
find  a  fellow-alumnus  to  welcome 
you. 

The  number  of  our  graduates  in 
official  service  is  very  great  and 
constantly  increasing.  The  enumer- 
ation of  some  of  their  official  duties 
should  cont'ribate  to  a  better  appreci- 
ation by  the  public  of  the  great 
benefits  conferred  on  humanity  by 
medical  education.  The  Charity  Hos- 
pital is  the  pride  of  Louisiana,  it 
relieves  30,000  sick  annually;  the  re- 
lief given  has  been  for  many  years 
and  is  still  due,  with  rare  exceptions, 
to  our  graduates,  who  not  only  nearly 
monopolize  the  medical  service,  but 
also  contribute  some  members  to  the 
Board  of  Administrators,  thereby 
notably  promoting  the  admirable  ad- 
ministration of  this  Hospital.  Nu- 
merous other  public  and  private  hos- 
pitals in  this  and  other  States  have 
among  their  medical  attendants  many 
of  our  graduates. 

Public  and  private  asylums  for  the 
insane  are  indispensable  to  the  com- 
mon welfare.  These  are  controlled 
by  our  graduates,  not  only  in  Jack- 


eon  and  in  New  Orleans,  but  also  in 
other  States  and  cities. 

Many  of  the  coroners  of  this  and 
other  States  are  our  graduates,  who 
thereby  contribute  to  protecting  the 
public  from  criminals. 

Life  insurance  has  rescued  many 
thousands  of  widows  and  orphans 
from  destitution  and  its  accompany- 
ing suffering  and  demoralization; 
many  hundreds  of  our  graduates  are 
the  medical  examiners  of  many  life 
insurance  companies,  and  without  the 
approval  of  these  examiners  no  life 
can  be  insured. 

State  medical  examining  boards  are 
contributing  to  protect  the  public 
from  the  very  grave  injuries  inflicted 
by  pretenders  to  medical  knowledge, 
and  our  graduates  are  found  in  num- 
bers on  these  boards,  not  only  in 
Louisiana,  but  also  in  other  States. 

The  members  and  officers  of  the 
Louisiana  State  Board  of  Health,  of 
its  quarantine  stations  and  of  the 
New  Orleans  City  Board  of  Health 
are,  with  few  exceptions,  our  gradu- 
ates, who  are  also  to  be  found  serv- 
ing the  public  in  similar  offices  in 
other  States  and  cities. 

We  have  many  graduates  in  phar-  1 
macy  who  contribute  to  the  general  I 
welfare  by  protecting  the  public  from  | 
poisonous  and  fraudulent  drugs. 

Our  graduates  are  to  be  found  serv- 
ing the  public  not  only  in  many 
States,  but  also  in  the  Federal  Army, 
Navy,  and  Marine  Hospital  and  Public 
Health  Service.  The  United  States 
Sanitary  Commission  for  the  Panama 
Canal  is  composed  of  three  of  the 
most  eminent  sanitarians  in  our 
country,  and  one  of  these,  Dr.  Ross, 
of  the  Navy,  is  our  graduate. 

Nearly  all  of  the  professors  and 
teachers  of  the  Medical  Department, 


of  the  New  Orleans  Polyclinic  and  of 
the  Training  School  for  Nurses  in 
this  city  are  our  graduates,  and  many 
of  them  are  professors  and  teachers 
in  other  ^colleges  and  schools  as  far 
as  New  icrk,  Philadelphia  and  Den- 
ver. 

Our  graduates  and  students  have 
had  only  two  opportunities  during 
my  official  service  to  serve  the  public 
in  war.  In  1861  our  College  had  404 
students,  then  the  war  between  the 
States  began,  and  we  had  only  nine- 
ty-four students  left  in  1862,  indi- 
cating that  over  300  students  had 
exchanged  books  for  arms  in  defense 
of  the  brave  and  patriotic  Confed- 
eracy. Many  of  our  graduates  were 
killed  in  battle  and  many  more  were 
wounded  and  disabled. 

The  three  months'  war  with  Spain 
in  1898  secured  fifty-five  of  our 
graduates  as  medical  officers,  prob- 
ably the  greatest  number  contributed 
by  any  medical  college,  and  many  of 
our  students  served  as  hospital  stew- 
ards. 

The  careers  of  preceding  graduates 
will  be  your  own,  and  your  teachers 
are  confident  that  you  will,  by  pro- 
moting the  public  welfare,  gain  suc- 
cess for  yourselves.  In  bidding  you 
farewell',  the  Faculty  congratulates 
you  cordially  on  the  attainment  of 
ycur  diplomas,  tenders  you  their  best 
wishes  tor  your  happiness  and  urges 
every  one  of  you  not  to  be  content 
with  the  repute  your  diploma  con- 
fers on  you,  but  by  your  own  profes- 
sional worth  and  usefulness  to  aug- 
ment the  value  of  your  own  and  of 
every  diploma,  therebv  greatly  pro- 
moting the  fixed  purpose  of  the 
Faculty  to  render  it,  year  by  year,  a 
greater  and  greater  honor  to  be  an 
alumnus  of  the  Medical  Department 
of  the  Tulane  University  of  Louisi- 
ana.
